Negro to crack Jimerow on the 
professional gridiron. 

Six weeks ago, the champion Rams 


of the National Football League shat- 
tered a 12-year-old Jimcrow ban by 
signing up Kenny Washington, who 
along with Jackie Robinson and 
Strode, formed to make the greatest 
squads in UCLA history. And now 
Woody Strode, the 6-3 glue-fingered 
end, has been signed to a Ram con- 
tract and once again links forces with 
his old battery mate from UCLA.
